Park is in its full summer 
just now. The grass is kept so SMOOtR apd 
velvety. The great elms are clotted pe 
luxuriant ‘foliage and bright flowers: eh 
rocks and gla:sy lakes form a refregnt 
change to the hot, dusty streets of the cine 
Yesterday was Sunday, and miore Peoples 
Merc there than were in the churches, Hun. 
dreds of chitdren were playing on the niall 
and thousands of people of all ages, 
sexes, races, and conditions, Were 
cur to get a whiff of i 
woods and a taste of nature. Thece wereg 
grcat many poor peuple among them, and the 
ltallan, Frecch, and German tongues were as 
often heard as the. English. A numer 
Africans and a few Chinanien stro!led h, 
and there amoug the cesmopoliten tkro; 
and I noiiced that the faces of the foreigners 
were the happiest and the freest from 
They seemed to enjoy their Surroundings, 
Tie Americans were better dressed, out tiey 
Were as grave as coffin-curriers, and their 
faces more frequently frowned than 
-ailed. The children were the ha 
p.cst of all. They rolled about the 
grass in “an esciasy of pice, and 
when the evening shades were falling } 
heurd one little white-faccd cherub beg its 
fazber, who was about to start for howe, to 
back aud stay all night. These liste Ney 
rorkers—at least these you see in Central 
Park of a Sunday—bave not the hraltay 
brown color of the babies of Cleveland and 
the country, There are more pale faces than 
rosy oaes, more babies delicate than robust, 
and it seemed to me to-day that every tenta 
child was a cripple. Ye people ihat live in 
the country—ior what is Cicveland but 2 big 
country towo—should thank fortune ths 
ye can bring up your children under 
God’s sun and in God’s oxygenszied 
aunosphere. The polluted air, the foul 
smells, the dark hovels out of which msny 
of these children come are not fit fur avimals, 
auch fess for men. Ai! honor to the charity

I took a look at the obelisk while in the 
park. You krow the scientists are now try. 
ing to prove it is not granite after all. They 
say itis oniy concrete, and that it hes no 
great merit but that of age. They think it 
will not stand the rigors of an American 
climate, and that ia a few years it will cram- 
ble isto the dust of which it was made 
However this may be, the obelisk s not af. 
feeted as yet. To-day it looks as solid and 
Gro as it did when jt jooked over the Medit- 
erranean ox the shores of Egypt. Is is rather 
a new looking antiquity. Sowxre of the hiero- 
giyphics are us cleanly cut as though chiseled 
ont yesterday by an American sculptor. 
Others gre badly wor, as though by the ae. 
tion of wind and weather. From al} outward 
signs tle oostisk is of granite, and it is one 
solié stone, If itis, it will stand here a mon. 
ument for the ages of the future as it has in 
Egspt for several thousand years for those of 
the past. -Granite.is the only stone that can 
Gyht wish our climate and_ be victorious. 
Other stones crussble; marble discolors and 
decars; bat granize will withstaad the action 
of acids which will dissolve these others, and 
the weather bea:s against it in vain. 
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
